Frvsh in many minds as the dearie 'bt-gau wtie the 
ominous findings and categorical imperatives for action 
recently set forth by two Piesidcniial Commissions. In 
I3G7 and 1%8, die National Advisory Commission on 
Civil Disorders proWd in depth the causes of the great 
urban racial riots that had lately rocked the country. In 
19G8 and 19G9, die National Commission on the Causes 
and Prevention of Violence studied the causes of the 
many varieties of violence that had marked American 
life in the 1960s — assassination*, crime in the streets, 
group violence and jKiliu'cal violence. Both Commis- 
sions, named by President Lyndon Johnson in the wake 
of shattering national events, drew essentially similar 
conclusions about the causes of the disorder and rested 
their basic recommendations for future remedial action 
on essentially similar assumptions. 

Bo$ groups found die roots of die nation's civil dis- 
order and violence in its unsolved racial problem and 
in the attendant social malignancies of racism, discrimi- 
nation and poverty. Both groups — the Renter Com- 
mission and the Milton Eisenhower Commission— warn- 
ed against die racial alienation and political polarization 
diat had emerged as symptoms of die basic malady and 
that had produced disorder, violence, and political ex- 
tremism. And both Commissions found the malady 
rurable— if ih* Am^nn, BaDjcJuJ^m^y^Llri^ 



it by massive social and economic programs cost 1 
billions and sustained over many years. The Ker: 
Commission declared, in pari: 

Tim is our basic conclusion: Our nation is moving toward

t American* undeistandably frustrated, anf»ry 
k-is undermining their faith in both Uie ability 
.■iid lift: willingness of the American society to extend 
to ilicm the political equality, economic opportunity, 
and social justice to which they arc entitled. 

As an armed revolutionary group, the BPP identi- 
fies wiili similar regimes and movements overseas, both 
iti the Communist world and in the so-called "Third 
World." As an example, the Pantheis have formed 
an allisi.ee with Al Fatah in their war against Israel. 
The KPP has emerged as the leading supporter in the 
American black community of the Arab cause, and of 
Al Fatah in particular. 

The IVoik PmithfT, weekly in.-w«papcr of the party. 
n-jjuJ.ivly publishes Tatah comimmifpics, interviews with 
Fatah spokesmen, and pro-Fa tab declarations by Panther 
leaders that frequently contain denunciations of Israel 
and Zionism, often reflecting outright hostility \o Jews — 
m Jen's. In the Panther attack upon the "Zionist" it 
is ortcn clear that tlic target is the Jew.* 

The Mack Panther has a weekly circulation of better 

than lon.noo. 

The Black Panther Party was formed in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area during I96G by Huey P. Newton and 
Bobby Scale. It expanded rapidly during the latter 
part of 19G8 and reached peak strength early in 1909 
when it had a membership of 2,000 to S.000— a mini- 
seule mittoiiiy of America's black population of more 
than 20.000,000. Beyond that, knowledgeable observers 
say. the BIT had gained the support of more tiiati CO.000 
non-member sympathisers. Today, in the wake of ar-

The Pa 
thcrs have, nevertheless, managed to gain a nationwh 
following in the last two or three years — not only amoi 
blacks but among the predominantly white organijatio 
of the Radical Left. 

In addition, the drive by law enforcement agenci 
a^'-inst Pa.ilher units from' coast to coast has arouse 
tu responsible liberal circles., concern that the civil li 
crtic-s of the Panthers may have been violated and tfc 
the BPP has been the target of undue harassment 
law enforcement authorities. 

The*.- enwerns i eat bed a peak in the aftermath 
the December 'i. 1%!'. p. iliie raid on a Panther lodgi 
in Chicago during which Illinois Panther leader Fi 
Hampton and a party member were killed by pol 
bullets. 

Press rcpn-ts in the days following die episode c 
serious doubts on the police claims that they had be 
met by heavy gunfire frnm the Panthers. Investigate 
were launrhcd lo exploic the facts surrounding 
Chicago episode that not only cost the two Panth 
their lives, but resulted in indictments against se- 
surviving members on charges of a 'tempted murdei 

An ofTicia! five-month investigation, carried on 
special Federal grand jury, aided by a U.S. Departm 
of justice investigating team, issued a report on May 
19/0. charging that the police had grossly exaggera 
Patuhcr resistance in the December A confrontation. " 
report stated that only one shot could be attribu 
n» the Panthers, while police fired anywhere from 
i.j 99 shuts, including those that killed the two I 
iik-jiiIk.iv It addctl:

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■ in June, 1970, a special Cook County prosecutor 
lointed to impanel a special grand jury and to 
i'-opcrt. the investigation into the Mayings of Hampton 
and Mark Clark, the other Panther who vat killed. 
The action was taken by the Chief Judge of the Cook 
County Criminal Quirt following petitions for »uch 
action by a number of organizations. 

Law enforcement officials around the country have 
repeatedly denied tire charges of Tanther leader* that 
the party has been the target of coordinated harassment. 
They point to the fact thai the Panthers arc an armed 
organization, and to the fucanns and explosives often 
discovered in Panther installations. They cite the fact 
that since October, I9<i7, six policemen have been killed 
and 47 wounded in confrontations with the Panthers 
around the country, and they call attention to the slo- 
gans of "kill the pigs" in The Blnrk panther, is well 
as to illustrations in the paper showing Panthers killing 
policemen, usually drawn as pigs. They state that in 
sortie cases the Panthers have carried out planned am- 
bushes of policemen and other law enforcement officers. 

Law enforcement officials point out further that the 
Panthers has-e exaggerated the number of their mi-mlters 
killed by police. On December 12, 19n9, the BPP head- 
quarters in Berkeley. Calif., issued a press release, listing 
20 Panthers they claimed were killed "in cold blood" 
b> the police. Authoritative sources, carefully examined, 
indicate that 10 of the 20 so listrd were killed in gun- 
fight* with police officers. Of the remaining 10, Tour 
were killed by a rival hl.-wk extremist group ralUrl "ITS" 
with ht'.ic1<|iui li-rs in Lo* /Varies. Two were [omul 
dead in the streets of separate cities, killed by persons 
unknosi-n. Of the other four, one was killed by his 
wife, one bv a store owner during an attempted holdup, 
and one died in a hospital of barbiturates. The violent 
death of die fourth resulted in indictments against 14 
BPP members in New Haven, including party chairman 
Bobby Scale. 

Armed Revolutionaries 

The Panthers are committed to the destruction and 
overthrow of existing American society through the 
tactics of guerrilla warfare.* They regard those who 
support them, regardless of color, as allies. Their ene- 
mies — those svho do not support their programs and 
tactics— include ihc majority of black riti/rns who be-

The Panthers say they arc engaged in the "cIe 
struggle" against capitalism as set forth by Karl Mar 
rather than in race war. But whereas Marx saw the i 
dusirial proletariat a* the key instrument for revolutio 
the Panther, regard blacks in the "lumpcnproletaria 
as the instrument lor itvolution in the United State 
and themselves as the "vanguard" party in the siragg: 
The Panthers rcjrei mass rioting; they seek to mobili 
the ghetto mn*scs for urban gucirilla warfare. Tr. 
"Black liberation," they say, will come only after 
]>criod of "aimed struggle" and the replacement of ti 
cxt'ting system with a non-capitalist state. 

Evciy l'anthri must mvn a firearm and know how ; 
use it, according to the nrcaniration's rules. The penal 
(or failure to do so is expulsion from the party. 

In an article, "The Correct Handling of a Revolution 
that first appeared in Thr Bhck Panther of July 2

Panther ttlcolopy 

The pro-Arab, pro-Faiah, anti-Israel posture of 1. 
BPP is the product of an ideology that is an amalga: 
of the doctrines of Marx and Lenin, Mao Tse-tun 
"Che" Guevara, North Korean Premier Kim II Sun 
Robert F. Williams {a b'.irk revolutionary who recent 
returned to the United States from self-exile in Cul 
and Red China and who has long preached the messa; 
of urban guerrilla warfare in Amrrica) and of Frar. 
Fanon, the Martinique-born psychiatrist who took pa 
in the Algerian revolution and advocated violence I 
"eolonwed" [>roples. j- 

While most American blarks consider themselves tl 
chief victims of the race prejudice that taints Anicric: 
society, few 'share the Panthers' view of black prop 
in America as an exploited "colony" class in an oppn 
sivc vliilc-comiollcd "mother country." Nor do th 
agree that freedom and equality can only be acWcyi 
by destroying the capitalistic system of theT"iyirth 
country" thiough a revolutionary class war. Onjth' oi 
er hand, the Panthers, referring to the VS. asV'Babylo 
and "ArneriKKKa," sav that each person is either p: 
of the solution, or part of the problem. 
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frequently quoting Mao Tse-tung, that "poliiical 
power comes through the barrel of a gun," the Panther* 
tee ihem«rlvct as engaged in the same kind of struggle 
being waged by die Vici Cong in Vietnam and previous- 
ly by revolutionaries in Algeria and Cuba. 

Lite most of the Radical Left, the Panthers vine Al 
Fatah 2, fighting a similar war of rational liberation 
against Israel in the Middle East. They regard Israel 
as an oppressor nation and a tool of American capitalist 
impcri.iiism. and they parrot the Aral) propaganda line 
that the Jews in Israel have no right to a land which, 
they say, belongs to thc.Arah Palestinians. 

In this ideological framework. The tihrk Panther 
provides a ready forum in the United States for the Arab 
cause and for Al Faiah. And some of the pro-Arab, 
pro-Fatnh, anti-Zioni<t, and anti-lsract Panther pro- 
nouncements have a blatantly anti/m-ii - ! thrust 

Israel, Zionism, J etc* 

On December 28, 1969, The Washington Post pub- 
lished a Reuters dispatch from Algiers, reporting that 
Eldridge Cicavcr, self -exiled Panther Minister of In- 
formation, and Yasser Arafat, Al Fatah leader, had 
embraced and kissed at the first International Congress 
of Committers or Support for Palestine, attended by 
some 2C0 delegates representing groups supporting Al 
Fatah in its warfare against Israel. Arafa; reportedly 
rejected t pearcful solution of the Middle Fast crisis 
and Clcaser delivered a speech describe! in the dispairh 
as "a fierce attack on 'American Zionists.*" Cleaver was 
quoted as having declared:

Panther Cartoon* 

The anti-Israel thrust of the Panthers' prop; 
is often artirubtcd through the cartoonist's brush 
cd for The lilac!; Pnnlher by Emory Douglas, the 
Minister of Cultuic. While for several years D 
handiwork has been mainly confined to depicting 
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i pigs being stabbed, shot, or otherwise dismem- 
by Panthers, several issues of the Panther paper 
in the spring of 1970 devoted full pages to multi-color 
Douglas cartoons that tingled out Israel, "World Zion- 
ism," and "American Imperialism" as their chief targets 
— always depicted as pigs. 

The March 21 issue, for example, devoted almost the 
entire back page to a cartoon showing two pigs— "U.S. 
Imperialism" and "Zionism" — kissing, snou; to snout. 
The pig labeled "Zionism" wore a black eye patch and 
held aloft in one arm a religious sceptre crowned with 
a Star of David. The entire front page of the same 
issue was devoted to another multi-color Douglas car- 
toon — a massive pig labeled "U.S.A." suckling two pig- 
leu, one labeled "Israel," the other "West Germany." 

A March 28 cartoon, under the headline, "If the Enemy 
Refuses to Get Out Annihilate Him," showed two bul- 
let-riddled pigs again labeled "UA. Imperialism" and 
*World Zionism." 

The April 1 1 issue devoted its bade page to a Douglas 
cartoon featuring a group of pigs labeled "VS. Im- 
perialism,** "Britain," "France," "West Germany,** and 
"World Zionism." "World Zionism" was depicted suck- 
ing a bahy's bottle filled with dollar signs and held by 
the pig labeled "U.S. Imperialism." "World Zionism"**' 
distended stomach svas shown bursting, with a dollar 
sign cmcr^ng through the rupture. Accompanying text 
carried derogatory material about each of the "pigs.** 
With respect to Franrc, for example, the trxt referred to 
French President Pompidou's connections with "The 
Rothschilds." 

Panther* and Fatah 

Underscoring the close tics hrtween the Panthers and 
Al Fatah were two reports broadcast by CBS News Cor- 
respondent Richard C. Ilottelct from Algiers on Janu- 
ary SO, 1970. Hottelct reported: 

"A tpok«r«an for Al Fatah, the bluest Palestine Arab 
guerrilla organization told CDS New* today that close tie* 
of solidarity and cooperation are being established between 
bis group and the Blatk Panther*. A man *ho bean the 
aliai of Abu Bawm uid that he spent two months In the 
United States and Canada a year ago, looking into the 
strength and prospects of the Tanllicri, and that the Fatah 
high command was now acting on hi* favorable report. The 
r>est step, he said, wa« that FJtlridge Cleaver, who lives in 
Algiers, would go to Jordan in two werts jt flic Invitation 
of Ahe Fatab leader Yawr Arafat to spend two or three 
wrfks touring Fatah positions there. It was under discussion, 
said Abu Baivrm. to train Panther leaden In actual combat 
against brad, and also to train them in sabotage for the 
campaign of asuuinafion and destruction of capitalist fac- 
tories which wilt mark the struggle against VS. racism and 
exploitation. We are in the same trench, he went on, but 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung says that Just war will succeed, 
because man is the decisive element." 

Another Hottelct newscast from Algiers later the tame 
day contained some additional details. The CBS cor- 
-irenondent now renortM- 



"Eldridje Cleaver, the Black Panther leader who b irrit 
in Algiers, has accepted an invitation from Al Fatah, tti 
main Palestine Arab guerrilla organuatkm, so visit ha bax 
in Jordan. A spokesman of Al Fatah told CBS News th; 
Cleaver would be leaving here in a fortnight for ■ stay < 
two or three weeki. and the visit will usher in • period c 
solidarity and cooperation between At Fatah and the BJac 
Panthers.

The CBS dispatches followed other report* of set 
private meetings between Cleaver and Arafat in Alg 
during the meeting* of the Congress of Committee 
Support for Palestine on December 25-28, 1969. 

It was reported that Cleaver and Arafat bad discu 
mutual cooperation and support and that Cleaver 
offered the Panthers* help for any arts of terro; 
Fatah might request — in the United States, Israel, 
elsewhere. Cleaver reportedly told Arafat that the ] 
thcrs stand ready to destroy any embassy or other 
stallation the Fatah might want destroyed anywheT 

Cleaver also told Arafat the struggles of the Pant 
and the Fatah were directed against the same enemi 
Jews, the United States, and others. Cleaver said 
Panthers had trained their people for any action, t 
for suicide missions. 

Arafat reportedly said the time had not yet come 
such activities outside of Israel, but that such a t 
eventually would come. 

In the meantime, the reports said. Cleaver and Ar 
had agreed to set tip a continuing liaison commi 
and Arafat agTecd to a request from Cleaver for supf 
of "military" equipment, including — when neeessa: 
the training of the Panthers in the use of such equipn 
by Fatah experts. 

Panther Party Program 

When Newton and Scale launched the Panther: 
lflfili, they called it the Black Panther Party for J 
Defense and placed heavy emphasis on persuading b; 
people in the Bay arra ghettos to arm themselves aga 
the police. Along ttic way the phrase "for Self-Dcfei 
was dropped. £ 

In launching the party, Newton and Seale pror 
gated a "Ten-Point Program" that remains the b 
credo of the party. It is reprinted in full each wee! 
the back pages of The Black Panther, but often se 
to be overshadowed by propaganda appeals to viole; 

Each of the ten basic points of the program — m 
of which is unassailable — is followed by a paragr. 
of discussion setting forth reasons for the demand, "" 
trn demands are: 



"I. We want freedom. We want paver to determine th 



"t. five want full employment for our people. 

"S.lwe want an end to the robbery by the GsFITAtJST 
of out Black Community." (This point originally referred to 
"robufty by while raci« btmnetimen" and the change ap- 
pear! Vo reflect the increasingly Maniiu orientation of the 
Panthers in recent yean.) 

"4. We want decent homing, fit for shelter o( human 



"3. We want education for our people that expotes the 

true nature of thit Jccadcnt American locicty. We want 

education that teaches us our true binary and our role in 
the preient-day society. 



"7. We want in immediate end to POLICE BRUTAUTV 
ar.d MURDtR of black people. 

"8. We want freedom for all black, men held m federal, 
state, county and city priwnf and jaitf. 

. ~9. We want all black people wh^n brought to trial to 
be tried in court by a jury of their peer group or people 
from their black cnramuniliet, at defined hv the Gon*ti- 
tution of the United State*. 

"10. We want land, bread, houiing, education, clothing, 
juitice and peace. And at our major political objective, a 
United Nattom-iuperritcd plebiscite to be held throughout 
the black colony in which only bla>.k colonial subjects will 
be allowed to participate, for the purpotc of determining 
the will of black people as to their national destiny." 

The Ten-Point Proliant concludes with the nijcniitg 
sections of the Aincriran Declaration of Independence, 
asserting the right of tlie people to "alter or abolish" 
government* which become destructive of "life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness" and "to institute new 
government." 



Panther Organisation and Growth 

The BPP first attracted nationwide attention in May, 
1967, when an armed contingent of party members led 
by Bobby Scale invaded the California capilol at Sacra- 
mento where stricter gun control legislation (opposed 
by the BPP) was under consideration. The party never- 
theless remained essentially a local organiration until 
mid-1908, when it entered a period of rapid growth 
from coast to coast. 

By May, 1970, there were approximately -10 Panther 
chapter*, and affiliated units in operation around the 
country .fTlie Panther-affiliated groups include "National 
Committees to Combat Fascism" or "Community In- 
formation Centers," which function just as the BPP 
chapters do, and are under the control and discipline 
of the BPP National Headquarters, recently moved from 
Berkeley to Oakland. The name "National Committee 
to Combat Fascism** was originally meant to apply to 
new "anti-fastist" local groups composed of black and 



white radicals, but such working coalitions never matt 
rialircd. The "Community Information Centers" r< 
fieri an cflort by the* BPP to develop a formal apparati; 
for its local community programs and political activitie 
They may also indicate a desire to operate under ba r 
ners that are not immediately identifiable with the part 
itself. In this respect, the names of some of the "Cer 
ten" are of interest: A short-lived St, Paul "Center 
was called the "Martin Luther King-Huey P. Newto: 
Community Cen'.tT." In Ml Vernon, N.Y., a unit wa 
called the ' Nat Turner Community Imormation Cer 
ter," and in Reading. Pa., the unit was simply calle. 
the "Reading Community Information Center." 

In any case, despite come obvious organizations 
problems, the Black Panther Party is today a nationwid 
organisation wbo^c revolutionary message and acti-itie 
.■•ppcar to have ; uncle rtrtain inroads in black commi 
nities across the counirv. especially among the young- 
mcxt Panthers, in fart, tend to fall into the 16 to 35 ag< 
bracket! 



ilnmbernhip 'Purgrt' 

The party's growth in the latter half of 1968 was u 
rapid thai during the following year. Panther leader 
felt obliged to rid the organization of unreliable i 
undisciplined newer members. 

An article in The Black Panther of January 25, 1969, 
bearing the leadline "Panther Purge," announce that 
"in oidrr to pir-M-ivc di-ntnriatic centralism and drstroy 
ultra-democracy within cmr ranks," the Isl'l* Ccnuat 
Committee had derided "to purge members within the 
Parly to rid ourselves of opportunism" and "petty bonr 
geoisie" individualism. The statement added that "al. 
those who a<ptrc to opportunism are directly related u 
the repudiation of the dictatorship of the proletariat . . .' 
The Guardian, an independent radical newsweekly 
reported in its February 1, 1969 issue that the BlacV 
Panthers had "launched a campaign to purge its rank^ 
of 'fools and jackanapes' " and quoted Scale as statin; 
that the party was "tightening" its membership. He tolc ■ 
the paper that the BPP would accept no more member, 
for three months "while sve intensify our po'itical edu 
cation." Duiing the months that followed. The Blaci 
Panther published frequent, and sometimes lengthy 
lists of former BPP members who had been purged 
from the- ranks of its branches throughout the country

Harm alv» reported "pmfound lyuicisjn" among 
black Americans about the ,*m< rir.vi jvititic.il system.

Sympathisers awl AWcx 

The I) lack I 'am her Tarty enjoys tho support of certain 
other groups on the Radical Left, some of *l*om lend 
to compete with each other in pro-Panther militancy. 
These include die Communist Party and its recently- 
formed new youth arm, the Young Workers Liberation 
League; the Tiotskvtst Socialist Worlcrs Party and its 
youth arm, the Young Socialist Alliance: the Workers 
World Party, a Mnrxist-Maoist splintrr pronp. ?ud its 
youth arm. Youth Against War and Fascism: the Patriot 
Parlf and Young Patriots, who are young radical South- 
ern while, in such Northern cities as New York and 
Chicago: the Young Lends, a radical Puerto Rican youth 
group, also with units in Ness- York and Chicago; and

Periodica]* of established Radical Left groups hid 
as the Communist Daily World and People's World am 
the Trotskyist MiUiant, have devoted substantial am 
mostly sympathetic coverage and help to mobilite thei 
own followers in support of the Panthers. Furthe 
coverage and support comes from the so-called "unde; 
ground newspapers" — scores of weeklies published i 
cities across the country dial cater to youthful radical 
"hippie" elements, and others who often parti cipai 
in radical leftist protest demonstrations. The circulatio 
of the "underground press" has been estimated to m 
a* high a* 2,000,000 ai'd ii is serviced by several "unde 
ground" news services. 

Other sources of Panther support are leftist" new 
papers and magazines unaffiliated with any specif 
groups. These include such weeklies as The Guardia 
published in New York: The Movement, a New Lei 
oriented paj*.r published in San Francisco; and )e! 
oriented magazine* *urh as Ramparlt and Evergreen. 

The Panthers have enjoyed sympathy and suppo 
from some clement* in the white community who a 
pear to be unaware ol, or unconcerned by, the part? 
revolutionary and violc nee-prone posture and who i 
stead think of the BPP as merely an ultra-milita 
Ne^ro 'Yivil rights" organization. These include, for e 
ample, some clergymen who have made their church 
avail.! b!c for panther meeting* and community acti- 
lies. *nrh •■»* the party's fr'c breakfast program for ghc 
children: individual* prominent in the arts and cnt> 
tainment world who have contributed money or rat's 
it from their friends for Panther bail and defense fun< 
segment* of the cohere and university community; a 
writers, journalists and intellectuals svho have publish 
" aritclc* sympathetic to die Panthers. 

A barometer of the growth or Panther impact in t 
last few years is the sub tantial increase in die circulati 
of The Black Poitthrr. Circulated almost exclusiv 
in the San Francisco Bay area in mid-1967, it is n 
sold nationally — mostly on the streets by Panther mc 
Iters and other vendors, being hawked at 25c 4 a cop; 
and ha* achieved a circulation of 100,000, about half 
• which is still said to be concentrated in' the Bay area 

Another yardstirk of the increased; Panther imp 
in the last two or three years is die number of speak 
engagements filled by party spokesmen. During IT 
Panthers made ISO appearances at secondary scho 
colleges and universities alone — compared to II n 
appearance* in 1%7. the party's first full year of 
eralion. 



Tartical Shifts 
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th*"PantheTS have shifted tactic* several time* in the b« 

■)uring the Utter In If of 1969, the party l»cgan tn 
reach out for allies and supporters in the Radical 1-eft 
movement and t<i try to moderate it* image as an or- 
ganization of pun-can ying guerrilla wairiois. In many 
locations, the black berets and black leather jackets that 
have lx.com c the Panther uniform were no longer worn. 
Rifles and shotguns svere rarely carried on the street* 
as had been the case earlier where, a* in California, 
the carrying of such weapons on the streets was legal. 

In the same j*riod. heavy emphasis was placed on 
community programs designed to "serve the needs of 
the people" — the best known of these being the Panthers* 
free breakfast programs for ghetto rhildttn, actually 
combination brcakfast-and-indoetrinntion tensions. The 
BTP also sought lo develop free medical service pro 
grams in some cities, and in the summer of I9G9, launch- 
ed so-called "Libcraiinn Schools" to indoctrinate young- 
sters after school or during summer vartion. In some 
j areas clothing drives were conducted and the proceeds 
distributed to ghetto icsidcnts. In other areas, the party 
conducted campaigns against the use of narcotics by 
black youngsters. 

Another significant tactical miir, ?Imj apparently de- 
riving from a conviction that the party was in an essen- 
tially defensive position during the middle of J9G9, 
was the BPI* sponsorship of a so-called "United Front 
Against Fascism" conference held July 1R-21. I960, in 
Oakland. The tnnU\n\cr. tv.is |,ii(«l<d by a mt.tuVr 
of articles in Tht Math VatUhrv branding the United 
States as "fascist" and by several exrrrpts from speeches 
made during the 1930s by Comintern leader Georgi 
Dimitrov calling for the formation of united fronts be- 
tween Communist parties, other left-wing groups, and 
liberal forces against the Nazism and fascism of that 
period. 

The U.F.A.F. conference was an apparent mosx lo 
solidify Panther relationships with sympathetic groups 
on the Radical Left and to rally these diverse and often 
feuding forces around a Panther program that empha- 
sized the freeing of so-called "|x>liiical prisoners" and 
the establishing of local community control by ghetto 
resident* oscr local polite force*. At the conference. 
the Panthers called for "|>olitiral freedom for all prole- 
tarian ty{>c oiganizations" and the development of a 
"national force" into a "front which answets the basic 
destrts and needs of all people in fasc'st, capitalist ic, 
racist America.** 

"$i« conference in Oakland drew about 3,000 persons, 
about 10% black and 90% white, most of the latter 
being students. The San Francisco Chronicle of July 22, 
19G9, said the gathering of "3,000 radicals" ranged 
"from old-line Communists to campus militants . . ." 
The Gvardhv of July 26. 1969, said that those present 
"included the leadership of SDS. members of women's 



liberation gro'i|», the Communist party and a i 
of white left groups." -; 

Among the major shaken were Panther parly 
titan Hobby Sc.dc; Communist Party theorcticiai 
belt Apthckcr; several SDS leaders; Dr. Nathan

In the wake "f the- ronference. the Trotskyist So 
Workers Party, the M.ioist Progressive Labor Part 
some New Ixrk dunenls charged that the Panihei 
cntetcd into an jih'anre with the Communist 
and that CP influence at the conference was ob 
These elements view the CP as "revisionist," 
ist." and "counicr-rcvoluuonary," and branded thi 
fricnec and the alleged Panthcr-CP alliance as 
ward step in the revolutionary struggle in Ameri. 

The Panthers have neither confirmed nor deni: 
alliance with the Cnnnmmist Party. In an intt 
with The Guardian, published August 16, 1969, Pa 
Chief of Staff David Milliard was quoted a* statin

Early in 197", however, tJie Panthers appeared 
placing less emphasis on the need for a "united f 
with other Radical Left elements, and !css emphasi 
on the free breakfa*.: program — although it was 
that such programs were still being operated by 
Panther units in various parts of the country. 

Instead, during the early months of 1970, The J 
Panther began lo rc-cmphasize guns, weapons, and 
lutionary slogans against "fascist repression" whi 
saw as pervading the nation.

An article in the April 18, 1970 issue presented det. 
■ instructions on the home manufacture of Molotov , 
tails and a so-called "People's Hand Grenade" diat c 
t>e made from an empty aerosol can filled with 
powder, and with shot or small nails to serve as shra: 
and ignited by a wirk fuse. 

During June. 197°. there were indications r,l ye: 
other tactical shift by the Panthers. The party c 




for a "Revolutionary People's Constitutional Conven- 
tion" to be held in Philadelphia on Labor Day, 1970, to 
write a nev.* const imtion, bastd on "a Proportional Rep- 
resentation within a socialist framework," tltat would 
give blacks and "other oppressed ethnic groups" as well 
a* youth and old people the rights the Panthers said 
were being denied und<?r the existing U.S. Consti;ution. 

The call (or the Philadelphia gathering was announced 
at a rally on the steps ol Lincoln Memorial in Washing- 
ton on June 19, 1970 — the 107th anniversary of the 
Emancipation Proclamation. It was given publicity in 
two June issues of The Black Pnnth r that featured 
explanatory articles by Newton and Cleaver and a 
"Message to America." 

The "Message" said that the time had come for black 
people in America to make "the most serious derisions" 
and that the hour had arrived to implement the section 
of the BPP Program exiling for determination of the 
national dcittny of black people through a U.N.-super- 
visrd plebiscite. The statement said:

In his explanatojy article tltat appeared a few days 
earlier in the June 15, 1970 issue of The Black Panther, 
Newton wrote tltat "Macks arc pcifcctlv justified in 
declaring a Republic or a Liberated Territory . . ." 
Cleaver, writing in the same issue, underscored the fact 
that the plebiscite a^r. pf ^tMSJiUlSMkMLiL 



revolutionary and violent thrust. Ore apparent result, 
however, is that different Panther chapter* reflect the 
varying emphases of different periods, tome stressing 
such lew violent activities as the breakfast program, 
others the emphasis on arms and weapons. 

Despite these surface variations in the tactics and ac- 
tivities of local units, there is little doubt that the BPP 
functions under strict discipline. The Rules of the Black 
Panther Party, issued by national headquarters and pub- 
lished every week in the party paper, lay down strict 
regulations for individual conduct, require daily reports 
by every member aihI officer, attendance at regular po- 
litical indoctrination cbs*cs, and political work in the 
community. Rule 25. moreover, categorically state*: 

"All (hapten must adhere to the pob'e? and ideology laid 
down by the CENTRAL COMMITTEE of the BLACK. 
PANTHER PARTY." 



Finances 

Testimony in June, 1969, by two tonner Panther 
party officials before the Senate Permanent Sub-Commit- 
ice on Investigations indicated that late in 1968 and 
early in I%9 the BPP was receiving gross monthly reve- 
nue* or between $50,000 and $100,000. More recent esti- 
maits plaie the Panther income at between $40,000 
md V.ll.OOO a mouth— v>inrwhcre between $150,000 and 
S75n.niiO a year. 

The Panilirrs draw on a variety of financial sources. 
SjK-cial defense fund* (or arrested and imprisoned Pan- 
ther leaders, such as l'.PP founder Hucy Newton, appear 
to have been a hurative source or funds for the party. 
(Xeuion was charged villi murder in the death of an 
Oakland policeman during a gunfight between police 
and Panthers in October, 1967. In September, 1968, 
he was convicted by a jrry of voluntary manslaughter 
and was sentenced to prison for two to 15 years. The 
caw was appealed and in Nfay, 1970, the California 
Court of Appeal reversed the conviction, one of the 
grounds being that the trial judge had omitted certain 
ncccssai y instructions to the jury-) 

While Newton aw?i;cd trial in late 1907 and early 
1968, the BPP had set up the Hucy Newton Defense 
Fund, which appealed for contributions] from radical 
groups and individuals all over the world. 1 "Free Huey" 
I>ec3mc a Radical Left slogan and numerous rallies 
and fund-raising affairs svre held throughout the United 
States. How much money was collected is not known. 

The Panthers also derive some revenues frorn/tnc 
sale of The Black Panther, and of books. pamfihlkts 
and literature, posters, buttons and recordings. ms(^vc11 
as from lecture fee* and honorariums for publitfspcak- 
ing engagements. In his recent book, Seize the Time, 
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[The Scnaic invest ie,atots in June, 1969, heard lesti- 
Jony that the P;inthns have received "Urge donations 
jom members of the advisory committee, a part of the 
iHack Panther Party." Ihc witness, who hart worked in 
Panther national headquarters, thru at Berkeley, testi- 
fied thai the advisory committee "consisis of many people 
who arc in positions where they are well known either 
locally or nationally, or internationally; and they be- 
come members because ihcy are lympathetic to the 
cause. Some well-known figures are actors and actresses, 
docioii, and political figures." 

Tet'imony before the Senate *ub-o,mmittee and re- 
ports from authoritative sources also indicate that during 
a 19G8 election alliance between the riPP jnd the Califor- 
nia Peace and Freedom Paris, the ItPP received substantial 
monetary suppott from the PIP. (In that campaign. 
lildn''lf;e CUavci w;i<= the PH' candidate for Prcsiflem 
of the United States, cscn though too young to meet 
the Constitutional requirements for that office. Iluey 
Newton was a PFP candidate for the U.S. Congress, 
Mrs. Kathleen Cleavvr for a *c»t in the California Slate 
Senate, and party leader Bohhv Scale foj- the State 
Assembly.) 

The emphasis by the Panihcrs on free hot hrcakaii 
programs for ghetto childrrn. free medical services, 
and other community projects led lo speculation about 
how these programs were being financed. 

The best information indicates that local merchants 
doing business in black nei|;Ul>orhoorls have been 10 
lii-itfl-^fHiiciin.K [Missnrr.l— bv ilif Paml.rn for ron- 
Hfljiilioiis ol c.ish. giKxI'k, 01 Ixuli. Some stores thai 
balked have been the targets of Panther boycott efforts. 
Tcstinionv before the Senate inbromniitlec. for example, 
showed that a leaflet bearing the name of the BPP 
had been circulated in Oakland. Calif., during June, 
I9G9. uiging boycott «f Safeway Stores, a major super- 
market chain that was charged with refusing to donate. 
An article in the Philadelphia Bulletin of July IS. 1969. 
reported that the Panthers were distributing lists of 
companies that had refused to contribute milk, food or 
money for the breakfast program there. 

According to the Wall Strr.el Journal of August 29, 
1969, Da itch -Crystal Dairies, Inc., which operates Da itch 
Shopwcll supermarkets, a large chain in the New York 
area, svas contributing u> the Panther program, as was 
Dairylea Milk Products, Inc., a tirm that docs SSOO.- 
000,000 worth of business a year and that distributes 
throughout the Northeast. The president of Dairy lea 
wi quoted as saying:

The party also enjoy* a degree of sympathy, if not 
or support, among sonic presumably responsible Ameri- 
cans who, despite ilie commitment of the Panthers to 
armed snuggle and violent revolution, appaiciitly view 
the party a< a benign movement. 

More important, perhaps, the Panthei* have aroused 
deep concern anion" prominent and responsible liberal 
organisations and individuals because of :i videly-hcld 
belief in such circles that the puny h:»» Ix'iu a target 
of undue harassment by law cnfoiccinciii authorities 
and that at least in some instance* — Chicago, fen ex- 
ample — the civil rights and civil liberties of the Pauthcis 
have lice.n violated. 

Tlic future of the Pan'hers as a viable oiK.-ini/alion 
on the left extremist front remains to be *ecn. The 
findings of ihc Louis Harris poll of blark Americans 
for TIMF. Magazine suggest thai tlic Panther party — 
or one like ii— has a dangerously high Mtppori potential 
(treatise a minority of black American:;. mnnitcrcd in 
llic million-, arrrpts the nercssiiy of violence by blacks 
aii<! expicst's appioval of, or even piidc in, the Panther 
inovenniu. 

CoMMilmil liv iltem-dves alone, the I'antlicis— at the 
moment — do not appear strong enough 10 post- an imiui- 
nt nt ihreai 10 the- American Republic, s\liatcscr havoc 
ihcy may wreak on ilie American scene in die immediate 
lulurc. Rut as pari of a larger leftist revolutionary 
movemeni in the Uniied Slates, the Panthers and their 
allies Itcronif a major pioblem lo tho»e Americans who 
believe in the demon atic process. 

The Panthers are, jK-rhaps. one of the most impor- 
tant elements in the Radical Left movement that has 
eineiged in mem years and that is mounting an in- 
tieasiiii;Iy violent assault against democratic institutions 
and piocrsses. Today's Radical Ixft is waging a kind 
of guerrilla svarfarc against our society, against such 
basic Americui inslitulinns as the colleges and univer- 
sities, tin; public schools and the courts. Violence on 
the Far Left ran in no way whatsoever lie viewed as a 
legitimate expression of the right of protest 01 dissent, 
the right of peaceable assembly, or the ri,;ht of freedom 
of speech. It also cannot — and must not — l»e used as a 
reason lor violating the fundamental Constitutional 
safeguard* that protect all citizens, including Black 
Panthers. 

Whatever dangers the future may hold, the danger 
posed by the often violence-prone revolutionary left in 
the United States currently equals in scope and inten- 
tity— if ii docs not already exceed — the danger of vio- 
lence currently posed by Radical Rightist groups such 
as the Minuiemcn and by hate groups such as the Ku 



Panthers and other elements on the Radical Left nv 
eventually serve to build the sirength of Far Right i 
action. 

The Panthers, moreover, have overseas lies and al 
ances inimical to the United States. Support radiat 
toward Panther headquarters in California from Pckir 
Hanoi, Havana, Algiers Pyongyang, and from Al Fau 
headquaiters in die Middle East. Radical Left mo\ 
menu in Western Europe, Canada and Latin Ameri. 
likewise lend tlu.ii voices in support. Such worldwit 
support, along with the widespread publicity and not 
riety the BPP has achieved in the domestic mass medi 
seem to give the Panthers an impact far out of propc 
lion to their rcl-iiivc-ly small membership. 

As a ifsuh, the acrivitir* of the Panthers have co 
liibutcd substantially •<> the' racial and political polai 
zaiinti that has taken plan' on the American scene i 
recent scan, helping to feed the "backlash" and tl 
icactionary mood of repirvsion ihat has shown signs < 
irrowing around the country. 

Like so many Radical Right and Radical Left mov 
ments that have appeared through the decades in tl 
Western World, the Panthers have included anti-Serr 
lism in their propaganda arsenal. They have salted the 
manifesto* with the time-svorn canards and ctereotyp 
used by anti-Semites for years. They have made commc 
cause with the Arab forces in the Middle East that aj 
waging a war of destruuiuu against Israel. 

In iheir all-out niti[x,ji lot Al Fa tali, the Panthe 
have attacked lsiael with the rhetoric of Arab and an: 
Semite alike, and when they have come under eritirisi 
for doing so, they have fallen back on the anciet 
wheeze of the ami-Semites who denounce Zionists b 
cause they haic Jews — the spurious claim that they at 
only anti-Zionist and anti-Israel, not anti-Semitic c 
anti-Jewish. 

The Panthers arc, finally , in major measure sympion 
of the malignancy th.v infects America — its unsolvc 
r.irial pioblem. Unless and nniil American society, in I 
new consensus moves massively to confront the challen^ 
of this problem and to resolve it, the nation will coi 
tiniic to be plagued by extremist organizations takin 
their cue horn our failutes, some of them commute 
to violence and revolution, others to violence and r* 
prcssion. * 

The threat lo democratic institution* posed by ih 
armed and revolutionary movements of the Far Left : 
a cause foi concern that the overwhelming majority t 
Jews share with their fellow-citizens. The anti-Zionis 
ami-Israel, pro-Arab and often overtly ami- Jewish prop; 
ganda and activities of the Black Panthers and torn 
of their extremist allies, however, pose a speijVltaii 
direct concern to Jews in the United Staies-^C&mcer 
undoubtedly shared by the overwhelming majority c 
non-Jtsvish American*, both black and white Tr 
need for continuing this deep conccn seems unlike!

Detroit by airtel dated 8/11/70 suggested exploiting 
the fact that NEWTON has had homosexual behavior in the past 
and that DAVID HILLIARD be accused of placing BPP funds in 
foreign bank accounts. 

It is true that NEWTON was found unfit for military 
service because of a sexual maladjustment, but no specific 
information has been received concerning any homosexual 
activity on his part. Since his release he has apparently 
enjoyed female liaison both in Oakland, California, and 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 



San Francisco by airtel dated 8/31/70 has pointed y 
out that there was a possibility of opposition within the 
BPP because of HUEY NEWTON's liberal attitude toward homo 
sexual organizations. San Francisco requested Bureau 
authority to mail two anonymous letters to DAVID HILLIARD 
concerning NEWTON's stand on homosexuality as set forth in 
"The 31ack Panther." 

San Francisco is of the opinion that Detroit's 
suggestion concerning accusing DAVID HILLIARD of placing BPP 
funds in foreign bank accounts would have little effect 
because no information has been received indicating that 
HILLIARD is siphoning off any large amount of money. 

San Francisco would interpose no objection to New 
Haven's suggestion of 8/12/70 concerning the printing of a

If facts are present, it aids In 
the success of the proposal but the Bureau feels that the 
skimming of money is such a sensitive issue that disruption 
can be accomplished without facts to back it up. 

Accordingly, Detroit incitcdiatoly furnish Bureau 
and San Francisco with specific suggestions and wording to 
this effect and San Francisco should then review same and 
submit specific proposal in this regard for approval by Bureau. 

With respect to two anonymous letters proposed by 
Los Angeles, Bureau concurs with San Francisco that to Include 
the card of a member of a rival black extremist group in a letter 
to Hilliard indicating Newton is marked for assassination could 
place the Bureau in the position of aiding or initiating o murder 
by the BPP. Accordingly, Los Angeles' proposal identified as 
"letter A" is not approved. Los Angeles should reword this 
letter to convoy the same' thought without directly indicating 
that it is from a specific member of a rival group.
